Helps to Keep Plants for IT (J F í í M Q 
Weeks After Killing Frost 
U i O i r i l i l i l U 
Has Come

Ucadvillc, Mass., Sept. 20.— Put a 
ilnmp, warm air jacket on your gar­ 
den plants if you want to 
protect 
tlum from frost thir autumn. 
That 
is the advice of Alexander .McAdie, 
director of the Blue Hill Ol^crva- 
tory, who speaks as one with au th o r­ 
ity on the subject because of 
his 
success in aiding orange growers in 
California to keep their crops from 
freer, ing. 
*‘Your grandm other probably loved 
flowers and took good care of them,” 
said Ilirector .McAdie, who also is 
professor of meteorology at Harvard. 
■'She had the right idea, when the 
crisp early fall nights came around, 
of protecting the flowers from frost 
by 
wrapping 
newspapers 
around 
them carefully, pinning the paper so 
th at there would be no 
gaps 
and 
wide-open places. 
In this way her 
plants would 
keep their 
blossoms 
until October. 
“ But grandma did not know it all; 
we think we know a little more than 
the old lady did. 
We now wrap the 
newspaper around the plant ju st as 
before, hut after pinning it tightly 
wo tw ist another sheet of paper in­ 
to something lik e 'a rope about an 
inch thick and pin it in place. 
We 
then take a third sheet and wrap it 
around just as was d.onc the first 
sheet. 
We now have an a ir space 
about an inch thick between the two 
wrappings and this air jacket pre­ 
vents loss of heat. 
It is an excel­ 
len t heat insulator: 
We Siave prac­ 
tically bottled up the inside hot air 
nround the plant, and if this is done 
about three o’clock in the afternoon 
it is almost as effective as keeping 
a small stove near the plant. 
Also 
we should sprinkle the plant and the 
ground with water, sprinkle it well, 
before we wrap the papers around 
it. 
■“With moat 
flowers 
and 
small 
fru its the tem perature has to fall 
four or five degrees below the freez­ 
ing point and rem ain there for sev­ 
eral hours before damage is done. 
P lants can be cooled to a point be­ 
low freezing and yet it 
gradually 
warmed up, not injured. 
“So w ater the plants freely, cover 
them tightly, put an a ir jacket on 
them and a fte r uncovering the next 
m orning sprinkle again, with w ater 
t h a t is rather cold. 
Don't use hot 
water. 
And shade the plants from 
the sun for several hours. 
“ Of course for garden truck, larg­ 
e r gardens and orchards, where the 
protection of the crop is a commer­ 
cial problciti, it is more practical to 
cover with light weight cloth or use 
orchard heaters, oil pots, etc. Besides 
heating, 
the 
smoke 
serves as a 
screen or cover.”

Many national songs of various lands 
have also been given an Esperanto 
text and publij'hed with the words 
and music. 
In pointing out tho advancement 
made in Esperanto toward popular­ 
ity in nearly all parts of the world, 
advocates 
contend 
that 
Esperanto 
shorthand writing has been taken up 
liy a great many young persons as a 
by-profcssion, and they predict th at 
eventually their language will be 
taught in schools. 
According 
to 
Esperantists there 
are more than 2,000 persons in Dres­ 
den alone who rend, write and speak 
the new larfguagc. 
There are many 
Esperantists also in Leipsig, where 
an Esperanto Institute was fouodoiV 
several years ago. 
The headquarters of the Esperanto 
world union 
is 
in 
Geneva, 
with 
liratiehes in al the cities and princi­ 
pal towns of most countries. 
The 
Esperantists have their own newspa­ 
pers with subscribers thruoghout the 
world. 
Translations of famous au-^ 
thos and original books may be pur­ 
chased in Esperanto, one of the large 
publishing houses in Leipsig having 
one department devoted to products 
of this language. 
The inventor and founder of Es­ 
peranto was Dr. L. Zamenhof, a Rus­ 
sian physician bom in 1859. 


“In every European country the 
people get the minimum o f return 
for the maximum of effort, while in 
America the reverse is true,” said

“1 wish I could get every parlor 
socialist or person dissatisfied with 
the present American constitution to 
Hoviet Russia for a few weeks resi­ 
dence,” said the speaker, “and I 
would guarantee 
that they would 
have no desire to do away with the 
present American Constitution and 
establish 
a 
Soviet 
government—a 
government that is run as tyranical- 
ly as any monarchy or oligarchy of 
the past ages." 
Conditions in Odessa. 
“ Recently when 1 visited Odessa, 
all the freedom, prosperity, beauty, 
and plenty of the past had disappear­ 
ed,” declared the speaker, “in their 
place I found poverty of the most 
dire kind. 
It was no unusual sight 
to 
sec 
people lying dead on the 
streets of Odessa,” asserted Colonel 
Rice, “for all those who do not sym­ 
pathize with the .Soviet authorities, 
high o r low, arc simply allowed to 
starve to death while the Soviet au­ 
thorities feast on the wealth of the 
laud and gamble with rubles—gold 
rubles, not paper ones. I have seen 
the rulers stake a tfiousand gold 
rubles on a game of pitch and tosa," 
declared Colonel 
Rice, “while the 
streets were filled with thousands 
begging for a crust of bread.” 
The contrast afforded by the rule in 
Russii, where there was no consti­ 
tution to protect the personal rights 
of the people in their pursuit ot life, 
liberty, and happiness and the gov­ 
ernm ent in the United States where 
the constitution lists the rights of 
the people while the supreme court 
of the nation protects them was re­ 
peatedly emphasized by the speaker.
